Civic Association Issues Warning and 
Advice to Residents

Narberth has joined the other 
Alain Line towns in a vigorous 
campaign against the lapanese 
Beetle. 

The Narberth Civic Association, 
in co-oj>eration with other towns, 
has secured valuable information 
on methods of combatting the pest, 
much of which is printed below. 

The beetle is in town, a number 
of residents reporting them in their 
gardens. immediate steps arc- 
necessary to prevent further spread 
in the borough. 

WHAT THEY ARE: About 
one-quaner inch long, has six legs, 
bronze iridescent hard shelled wings 



however, danger of spread over 
wide area is not because of the aver- 
age yearly natural spread but be- 
cause of the fact that the insect may 
be accidently distributed over wide 
areas through artificial means. 

The insect might be carried in 
the adult stage on certain types of 
farm products, especially sweet 
corn, cabbage, lettuce or similar 
plants offering satisfactory hiding 
places for the insect. The passage 
of vehicles of one sort or another 
through die infested territory dur- 
ing the period of heetle flight 'is still

WHAT THEY DO: Every 
beetle eats daily many times its 
weight, and feeds on leaves, flowers, 
grass and fruit. 

WHAT YOU SHOULD DO: 
The Japanese beetle is sluggish in 
the morning and late afternoon. 
Children can knock them from 
bushes into a jar containing a little 
water and kerosene. They can be 
shaken from large bushes and trees 
onto cloths spread on the ground 
and then destroyed. 

The Government Agricultural 
Station at Riverton gave us these 
directions for protecting vegetation 
and destroying the beetle : 

For shade trees, apples, grapes, 
cherries, roses, etc., mix i oz. lead

Food Habits of the Beetle. 
The Japanese beetle is most con- 
spicuous and injurious in the adult 
stage by reason of its injury to fol- 
iage and early ripening fruit. It 
is practically omnivorous, feeding 
on the foliage of weeds of many 
kinds, small fruits such as grape and 
blackberry, fruit trees such as apple, 
and sweet cherry, ornamental 
shrubs, particularly althea and rose, 
flower garden flowers of all kinds!

WARNING: In two or three 
weeks these beetles will go into the 
ground and deposit their multitudes 
of eggs for next year's horde. 

The time to act is NOW. 

This menace is very serious. 

Caution — Lead arsenate is a 
POISON. 

In Narberth observations 
show that the beetle shows a prefer- 
ence for grape vines, roses and 
hollyhocks. These plants form the 
best hunting grounds for house- 
holders looking for the first appear- 
ance of the pestilence. 

Residents away on their vaca- 
tions, most of whom receive "Our 
Town" at their temporary ad- 
dresses, are urged to write home and 
make provision for the protection of

of flowers the petals are eaten and 
the blossoms riddled as by the rose 
beetle or chafer; in fact, the work 
of the Japanese beetle in flowers 
and foliage closely resembles that 
of the chafer, except that it is 
usually more severe, many more 
kinds of plants are attacked, and 
the feeding extends over a longer 
period. 

Something over 200 different spe- 
cies of plants are known to be at- 
tacked to a varying degree by the 
Japanese beetle, and in this list are 
included practically all kinds of 
economic and non-economic plants 
growing throughout the infested 
territory. 

Recommendations for Control. 
The following recommendations 
for control are based on investiga- 
tions covering a period of several 
years, and represent the most satis-

From authoritative sources, we 
have secured considerable informa- 
tion about the beetle. The following 
excerps will merit the careful per^ 
usal of every resident— in fact 
of every suburbanite in this district 
which is now on the "fifing line." 
How It Arrived. 
It is well known to entomologists 
that many if not most of our more 
serious insect pests are not native 
to this country, but have been intro- 
duced through accidental means 
into the country from their native 
homes. The Japanese beetle is not

troduced into the United States at 
Burlington county, New Jersey, 
probably prior to 1916. 

Since the time of its finding in 
1910, the insect has not only ex-

density, of the insect in the infested 
territory has been truly remarkable. 
Since that year the spread in Penn- 
sylvania has been relatively uniform 
from year to year, averaging from 
five to 15 miles outward in an air

Materials Used.— Three pounds 
of powdered arsenate of lead, two 
pounds of flour, 50 gallons of water. 
Mix the arsenate of lead and flour 
dry, then add water to make a paste, 
dilute and strain into snray tank; 
this prevents lumps forming. 

When to Spray.— In order to 
protect the foliage and fruit from 
the attacks of the beetles it is nec- 
essary to have the spray applied

obtain the desired results, the appli- 
cation of the sprays must be com- 
pleted not later than June 25. 
Growers should arrange their spray- 
ing operations to have their beetle 
sprays applied by that date. In 
case of heavy rains washing much 
of the spray off the plants, it may 
be necessary fo repeat the applica- 
tion 10 days or two weeks later 
after the first spraying in order to 
maintain a coat. 

How to Spray.— A thorough job 
of spraying must be done to protect 
your plants and control the beetles. 
This means that the foliage and 
fruit must be completely covered by 
a film of spray. Unless this is done 

since the beetles will attack the un- 
sprayed portions of the plants and' 
may concentrate on the fruit.

Unlawful and Dangerous Practice 
Causes Numerous Accidents. , 

In the frequent accunts of auto- i 
mobile accitlenis it is nottceab e ; 
lhat many of them are cause, by ■ 
drivers cutting out of hne and a - , 
tempting to pass the car ahead while, 
ascending hills or tnivehng on 
curves in the highway. It is a xio- 
lr.tion of the State automobile law 
t„ do that, even if a person took the 
trouble to watch on any hill or curve 
on the public highways, it is safe to 
sav that he would see the law vio- 
lated by one out of every three or 
four machines. 

Most autoists speed up their ma- 
chines as they approach a hill and, 
as some machines have much ".rent- 
er speed than others, the .Invers ot 
the faster cars find themselves 
forced to slow down a little when] 
they pull up close to the slower cars 

or trucks ascending the incline. At 
that moment comes the temptation 
to pull out of line and pass the car 

ahead. . . 

Especially" dangerous is it to do 
this when approaching the top ot 
the hill. Another machine may be 
approaching the crest of the hill 
from the opposite direction and as 
the drivers cannot see whether they 
have a clear road, a collision is al- 
most inevitable. 

It may cause a little delay to 
drivers to stav in line when going 
up hills or around curves, but it is 
always safer to lose the little bit of 
t i nl e— never more than five minutes 
—that it requires, than to cut in 
front of a car coming in the op 
posite direction and take the chance 
of injury and death to yourself or 
those riding with you.

12,000 DOG LICENSES 

A total of 12,373 dog licenses 
for 1924 have been issued up to 
the present time in Montgomery 
county by Country Treasurer Brad- 
man. This is ioco less than the 
number issued in the whole of urn. 
In quoting these figures. Leo U 
I ynn of Bristol, field agent in Bucks 
and Montgomery counties for the 
mate Bureau of Animal Industry, 
indicated that a number of prosecu- 
tions will result if owners of dogs 
who have not obtained licenses and 
do not otherwise comply with the 
State law concerning dogs fail toj 
fall into line. 

Arriving in Norristown to check 
up on unlicensed dogs. Mr. Lynn 
said he found conditions in Norris- 
town and other sections of Mont- 
gomery county about on a par with 
other places in the State, with quite 
a* few stray dogs and dogs which 
have owners but not licenses run- 
ning around loose.

SRfTTON S. Oticral definitions. For 
the purposes nf this ordinance the follow- 
ing definitions are adopter):

A garage hous- 
ing or with a capacity of not over three 
motor vehicles under one roof in which 
space for such motor vehicles may be 
rented without salo of fuel or accessories. 
PT'm.IC GARAGE. Any garage hous- 
ing or providing space for more than three 
motor vehicles under one roof or any 
garage wherein fuel or accessories are 
s'Jii or stored for sale. 

W'SIXESS WILDING: An.v build- 
ing or part of a building used solely for 
private business, such as an office build- 
ing, bank, retail stare, market, restaurant 
laundry office, bakery, stable or ware- 
bouse or storehouse for the storage ot 
furniture or such materials as are re- 
quired for retail business. 

PUBLIC BUILDING: Any huilding in 
which persons congregate for civil, politi- 
cal, social or religious purposes or in 
which persons assemble for reason of 
public or civic duty, such as Court House, 
Passenger Station. Library. Museum. 
Gymnasium. Exhibition Building. Lecture 
Hall, Church. Dance Hall. Armory, Fire 
House or Police Station. 

EDUCATIONAL BUILDING: Any 
public, private or parochial school, coi- 
ege, academy or seminary, including 
building or portion of the same contain- 
ing one or more rooms used for the as- 
sembling of persons for the purpose of 
acquiring knowledge or for mental or 
manual training. 

AMUSEMENT BUILDING : Any 
building used solely and constantly for 
nmusement purposes, such as a theatre or 
noving picture theatre. 

OPEN SPACE : Space from the ground 
to the sky unobstructed by any bays or 
iverhangs, other than cornices of not 
more than fifteen inches projection, ex- 
cept that in business districts such an 
open space in the cape of dwellings or 
tenements may start at the roof over the 
first story if the first floor is used as a 
business or public building or as a lobby 
'or a tenement. 

STREET: Meaning the width of the 
space to be left for the roadway, curb, 
pnvement and planting space and to he 
considered for this nrdinnnce as not less 
than fifty feet. 

LOT: The ground contained within the 
sit'e and rear party Mnes and street line 
•ipon wlroh a building is to be con- 
structed. 

CURR LEVEL: The mean curb level 
r's es'ahlished hv the Borough Engineer 
on the street of highest mean eleva- 
tion on which the building faces. 

STORY: That part of the huilding 
comprised between nay floor and the floor 
or roof next above, including any cellar 
or basement wliich is more than one-half 
above mean curb level. 

SECTION' 0. Except as hereinafter 
specified, no building, structure or prem- 
ises or part thereof shall hereafter be 
used, constructed, reconstructed, ex- 
tended or enlarged or substantially altered 
in its use or construction, except- in con- 
formity with the regulations herein pre- 
scribed for the district in which it is 
located. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall 
not apply to ony existing structure nor to 
the existinsr use of any building or prem- 
ises, nor shall' they require any chnnge in 
plnps, construction or designated use of 
nny building or part thereof, the con- 
struction of which shall be lawfully in 
progress at the time of passage of this 
nrdinnnce. or for which n permit Bhnll 
have boon issued pursuant to law or ordi- 
nance, provided it shall he started within 
sixty fOOl days from the time, of the 
effective date of this ordinance and be

The five- books reviewed in this 
column, are among those bought 
during the month by Xarberth 
Community Library. 

•'['ink Sugar,'' by O. Douglas, is 
a charming storv of an interesting 
people. If one is fond of stones 
of the hills and burns of Scotland, 
this storv will give lots of pleasure. 
Kri».,' has spent all her days in 
hotels on the continent and at 30. 
both her parents being dead, she re- 
turns to Scotland, rents a charming 
little house with streams and flow- 
ers attempts the care of three small, 
motherless children and meets all 
her interesting neighbors, both l'res- 
bvterians and Church of Kngland. 
It will not only hold one's attention, 
but make one sorry when it is 
finished. 

"Marriage For Two," by C.ladys 
Knight, will give a couple of hours 
of real amusement to auvone who 
will take the time to read it. i he 
scene is laid in a sana'.or.um. A 
bored young woman patient decides 
to "start something." Centering 
her attention upon a nurse and doc- 
tor who plainly dislike each other, 
she starts the rumor of a romance 
between them. Many amusing inci- 
dents are the result of her scheming 
and gossip. 

'•So You're Going to Pans, by 
Clara E. Laughlin. is more than a 
guide book to that famous city. It 
is a loo. that the traveller should 
read before he leaves and again 
when he returns, that he may live 
over again his days in Pans. Miss 
Laughlin knows France well and 
can tell the traveller what to see, 
on what day to see it, and at what 
hour to start. Where one may sup 
and where one may dine; what to 
see if time is limited and how to go 
about sightseeing if given a couple 
of months. This book also contains 
gentle reminders of incidents in 
French history that one has learned 
in school, but carelessly forgotten. 

\ play acclaimed by the critics as 
one of the finest ever written is 
"Saint Joan," by Bernard Shaw. 
Much has been written about Joan 
of Arc and many statues erected 
to her memory, but this play gives 
an entirely new conception of this 
extraordinary girl. As the author, 
himself says-he has tried to re- 
move some of the whitewash which 
has disfigured her- for so many cen- 
turies. The perface is even longer 
than the play, and discussed from 
many angles Joan's visions and ac- 
tions. The play has been produced 
twice— first in New York in De- 
cember, i 9 23, and in London, 
*March, 1924- The London Daily 
Express says that there was ap- 
plause for fully five minutes after 
the curtain fell upon the last act, 
but the author, who had haunted 
the theatre during the performance, 
was not to be found and Sybil 
Thorndike, who played the title role, 
had to appear instead. 

Another book, new this month, is 
"Deceit," by Barklie McKee Henry. 
This is the author's first novel. Mr. 
Henry is a Havard undergraduate 
and a Philadelphian. His book is 
a story of social life among the 
rich, the scene shifting from Boston 
to Palm Beach, and from Palm 
Beach to Boston.
